THE WFST BERKELEY EXPLOSION. 


F u rth e r In R egard to th e Severance M ur­ 
der In M arin County. 


CONYICTI IN

T he T xp losion n l W esl B erk eley—F a rth er 
P a r tic u la r s—List or the M issing M en. 
San F r a n c is c o , A pril 18th.—Y esterday 
and to day a large num ber of persons visited 
the scene of the giant powder explosion at 
W est Berkeley, which occurred Friday. The 
works are located about six miles from Oak­ 
land. 
A t daylight Saturday morning a force of 
men in the employ of the company were set 
to work to search the land around for frag­ 
ments of human bodies. 
A t various points 
along the shore were picked up pieces of hu­ 
man flash, which were carefully placed in 
boxes for delivery to the Coroner. 
Every 
now and then one of the searchers would 
bring to the box a foot, an ear, a piece of 
shrivelled skin, or a piece of human bone. A t 
a point about 000 yards from the packing­ 
house site was found a piece of the horse 
which was attached to the car in front of the 
packing-house at the time of the explosion. 
A nother portion of the anim al was found 
some 200 yards in an opposite direction. D ur­ 
ing the afternoon the tide floated in the trunk 
*f a white man, from the chin to the waist, 
with both arms blown away below the shoul­ 
ders. 
I t is believed th at this is part of the 
remains of Charles Augustine Fisher, one of 
the packers. 
The m utilated trunk, which 
was a most repulsive sight to gaze upon, was 
removed from the water aud carefully placed 
in a box. 
On the hillside was found an iron 
lever which was used on the car. 
This was 
twisted like a cork-screw. 
On the beach, at a long distance from the 
scene of the disaster, was found a coat, in the 
pocket ul which was a bank-book bearing the 
name of Joseph Dupuis, who has 81,000 to 
his credit. 
As the coat was not identified as 
the propeity of any of the men who worked 
on the premises, and as no one named Dupuis 
was employed there, it is supposed th at it be­ 
longed to a man who visited the works in 
search of employment a few minutes before 
the shock. 
An examination made yesterday morning 
shows th at eleven white men and twelve 
Chinese were missing. 
These were Joseph 
llegan, foreman of the packing departm ent; 
Jacob Y'an Dohlen, shipping clerk; Peter 
Shaughnessj’, Frederich Rodgies, P eter Lam ­ 
bert, Alexander Spooner, Julius Holtz, The­ 
odore Deidrichson, (1. A. Fisher and H enry 
Sholze, packers ; Lincoln Meek, the boy who 
drove the car horse, and the twelve China­ 
men, who were employed as porters and 
packers. 
Fisher was a native of Massa­ 
chusetts, only twenty-two years old. H e had 
been here but a short time, and after vainly 
seeking employment, accepted a position at 
the works, intending to work there only long 
enough to accumulate sufficient money to en­ 
able him to return to his home. H e intended 
to leave at the end of the month. 
Frederich Rodgies, a German, had been 
married but six weeks. 
H e bad been en­ 
gaged for some time, but would not m arry 
until he obtained a situation. 
He obtained a 
position a t the works, and immediately there­ 
after was married. 
In all, six houses were so completely de­ 
molished th at they will have to be rebuilt 
from the foundation up. 
The quantity of 
powder destroyed was above 3,000 pounds. 
It is estim ated th at the loss will not exceed 
810,000, which will be a total loss, as there 
was no insurance on the premises. 
The force 
of the explosion was felt ill Oakland, Berke­ 
ley and in San Pablo, three miles north. 
There were employed in the powder works 
between fifty and sixty men and boys, of 
which num ber forty were Chinese. 
In the 
chemical works from tw enty to tw enty two 
men were employed. 
In conversation with your reporter, Frank 
R. Roller, the Superintendent, said: 
“ I t 
was my custom to visit all the houses several 
times a day. 
A few minutes, probably not 
more than three or four, before the explosion 
I was in the [lacking bouse. 
I went there at 
about five minutes after 5 o’clock to seeabout 
an order to be filled for Saturday morning. I 
went into the magazine rir-t, and found Van 
Dohlen marking boxes, and gave him some 
instructions in relation to the shipment. 
I 
then went to the packing house and found all 
the men at work, some packing, others mov­ 
ing cans from the house to the ear in front of 
it, and Regan at work putting the covers 
on boxes. 
H e with a Chinese helper did th at 
work. 
I spoke to Regan, who said all would 
be ready in time for the shipment. 
I left 
this 
house 
to 
go 
to 
the 
liitro-gly- 
cerine house to see th at all was pre­ 
pared for the next day’s work. I had been in 
there but a few m inutes when I observed 
a schooner tiying to make the wharf, 
and while endeavoring to ascertain what 
schooner it was, 1 felt m y hat blow off my 
head, and then heard the report. 
The con­ 
cussion did not throw me off my feet, but it 
bent me over. 
As soon as I heard the report 
1 knew what had happened, and went for the 
packing-houso, and set to work extinguishing 
a fire in some debris near the magazine. 
W orkmen then came from other parts of the 
works, and I set them at once to hunt up the 
remains of the dead.” 
In answer to questions, M r. Roller sa id : 
“ I think th at there m ust have been about 
3,000 pounds of powder in the packing-house 
and on the car at the tim e. 
Van Dohlen’s 
body was not found in the magazine, among 
the ruins, and I suppose he m ust have gone 
to see Regan ju st after I left him. 
The 
powder was packed in 50-pound cases, and 
ail the 
precautions possible 
were taken 
to 
prevent accidents. 
Tne 
powder was 
packed on one side of the house and the 
boxes covered on tiie other. 
The utm ost care 
was used, and how this accident occurred it is 
impossible for me to surmise. 
The covers 
were fastened w ith screws, which were 
driven in part ways by a ham m er; no wooden 
mallet was used. 
In all powder factories 
hammers and nails are used to secure the 
covers of boxes. 
In the magazine a num ber 
of boxes were broken open and the powder 
was strewn on the floor. 
A pile of bricks 
bad fallen on the powder, but it was not set 
off by this.” 
Coroner H am ilton has impaneled a jury, 
composed of Frank Gutnble, J . C. Smith, 
G. A. Schuster, C. H . Morgan, Sam W right, 
W illiam W alsh, W illiam Tigg and M artin 
Benson, and will hold an inquest to-morrow 
night. 
To-day the jurors will view the scene 
of the disaster. 
The disaster has created a great deal of ex­ 
citement in Oakland, and a strict investiga­ 
tion has been determined on. 


an interpreter, we went to the house of Sam 
Lee, the Chinese laundrytnan, which is sit­ 
uated half a mile from the dock, and fronts 
on Richardson’s bay. 
Sam Lee’s wife said 
th at 
Lung 
had stopped at her 
house 
on 
the 
night 
after 
the 
m urder. 
He 
was then a stranger to her, and repre­ 
sented 
th at 
he 
was 
sick, 
had 
missed 
his boat, and wanted shelter for the night. 
Knowing th at he would not be taken at a ho­ 
tel, she adm itted him, and gave him some 
supper. 
W hile seated in the room he turned 
his back toward her, and rested his head on 
one of the ironing tables. 
In a few minutes 
her husband came in, and assented to Lung’s 
remaining for the night. Shortly after Lung, 
at his own request, was shown into the yard. 
W hile there, Sam Lee’s wife heard him walk 
toward the end of a path of planks. 
H e re­ 
mained absent about fifteeu minutes. 
W hen 
he returned, the laundrym an’s wife suggested 
to her husband th at they had no blankets to 
make up a bed. Lee then took blankets from 
off the ironing tables, and made up a bed for 
his visitor. 
Some time after Lung had re­ 
tired a knock a t the door was heard, and it 
was answered by Mrs. Lee, who observed th at 
Lung covered himself, head and all, with the 
blankets. The party knocking was .an itiner­ 
ant soap dealer, and after he left M rs. Lee 
asked Lung why he had drawn the blankets 
over his head. 
H e replied th at he was afraid 
of a white man. 
She asked him w hat he had 
done th at he should be afraid, if he had 
stolen anything. H e answeied, ‘N o; why do 
you think I stole ?’ 
No further conversation 
was had, and he left the next day. 
This old 
man and woman who keep the laundry are 
not in any way connected w ith the crime, and 
were not aware th at their house had been 
used to secrete the stolen property in. 
A fter 
the interview with the inmates of the house 
closed we w ent and commenced to make a 
search. 
The house at the rear end is about 
four inches from the ground, and less than 
th at at the front. 
A t a point five feet from 
the rear line and five feet from the side, we 
found 
the 
shooting jacket, 
and 
in this 
81,005 15 in gold and silver was found. 
There on a beam we found Severance’s watcli 
wrapped in a piece of cloth. 
I wanted to 
find the revolver, but it being impossible to 
get under the bouse we w eut in and tore up 
the floor, and near the front we found the re­ 
volver in a holster, together with a package 
containing 8220 in gold. 
This was done up 
in a paper, and was close by the revolver. 
W e then returned to San Rafael to interview 
the prisoner, Ah Lung. 
W e sent for Mrs. 
Severance, aud she m inutely described the 
shooting-jacket 
and the revolver owned 
by 
Lung, 
and 
when 
these 
articles 
were shown to her she a t once identified 
them. 
W e then interviewed Lung, who, by 
the way, belongs to the notorious W ong fam ­ 
ily. 
More’ than one-half of the Chinamen in 
San Quentin belong to th at family. 
I asked 
him, after showing him the 8220, if th at was 
a part of the money he had received as wages 
from M r. Severance. 
H e said it was, but 
said he could not tell how it got to the place 
where found. 
W iien shown the shooting- 
jacket he said he did not know it, and th at it 
did not belong to him. N or did lie know any­ 
thing about the money in it. 
H e also said 
he did not know the watch, had never seen 
it, and did not know th at it belonged to Mr. 
Severance. 
I then showed him the revolver, 
and he said th at he did not know whose it 
w as; th at he formerly owned a revolver, but 
had not had one since he returned from 
China, ten months ago.” 
Since the discoveries made yesterday, there 
can be no doubt th at All Luug murdered 
Charles Severance. 
T hat he had accomplices 
is also a pretty well established fact, but as to 
who they were, or who is suspected, the po­ 
lice make no disclosures. 


F un eral o f th e M urdered M an. 


S a n R a f a e l , A pril 18th.—The mournful 
occasion of the burial services of Charles W. 
Severance took place to-day at this place. 
As early as 7 o’clock people began to gather 
from every, direction, especially from Sau- 
celito, whence by far the greater number 
came, owing to so many living there who 
were intim ately acquainted w ith the de­ 
ceased, and at 8 o’clock Main street was 
swarming with friends and acquaintancesof the 
murdered m an. The 11:30 train from the city 
also brought a great mauy, among them S. R. 
Throckmorton, the employer of Severance, 
who, when he arrived at the undertaking 
rooms where the body was placed, laid a large 
handsome w reath of flowers, representing an 
anctior, upon the cottin. 
Large knots of 
men 
stood 
here 
and 
there 
upon 
the 
streets discussing in an anim ated way the 
circumstances 
surrounding 
the 
tragedy, 
and expressions of indignation were common. 
All the forenoon the undertaking rooms where 
the remains were laid were thronged with 
friends, who wished to view for the last time 
the face of their esteemed friend. 
The prep­ 
arations for the funeral were complete and 
most excellently carried out, and every avail­ 
able carriage of any kind had been engaged 
early. 
A t 12:15 r. M. the procession left the 
undertaking rooms 
for the Presbyterian 
Church, where the funeral services were held. 
There were probably 500 persons in the 
church, and over two-thirds of the throng 
were unable to obtain standing room inside 
of the building, and were compelled to remain 
outside. 
The funeral cortege was by far the 
most imposing and largest of any th at has 
ever been known here. 
There were over 200 
carriages in line, and over 2,000 persons fol­ 
lowed the body to its final resting-place. 
The body was interred according to the rites 
of the A ncient Order of U nited W orkmen. 


T he IfY fra n ce Case—Stolen M oney aud 
ITnlrli F onnil—T iie M urderer’s R evolver 
—Tlie E vid en ce A gain st Ah L ung. 


S a n F ra n c is c o , A pril 18th.—Y esterday 
morning Chief Crowley received a dispatch 
from Captain Lees at Saucelito as follows : 
I have found Í1.220, the Chinaman’s pistol and 
Severance’s wat.h, buried under the wash house 
where the Chin3man slept on Saturday night at 
Sautelito, the night after the murder. Sheriff Mason 
and Corporal Avan came and met me here. Coffey 
and myself left home on the first hoat this morning. 
We took tip all the flooring and made a thorough 
search, and success crowned our efforts. I am g ing 
to San Rafael by* team for thepur|»t»se of confronting 
the Chinaman with evidence of his guilt. 
L ast evening Captain Lee«, who returned 
to the city in the afternoon, after detailiug 
the circumstance of the finding of the body, 
gave the following statem ent in regard to the 
finding of the money, etc.: “ When Mrs. 
Severance returned from Petalum a, I had an 
interview w ith her, and she stated to me, 
among other things, th at her husband kept 
his private moneT in a secret place between 
the side of the bureau and one of the drawers. 
By putting up a very thin board he made a 
little niche large enough to adm it a $20 piece. 
In this little niche I found 8700, which was 
part of the $300 he had borrowed from his 
father. Mrs. Severance also stated th at Lung 
had a pistol similar to th at of her husband. 
She had made the Chinaman a shooting- 
jacket of white canvas duck, which he had cut 
out himself. 
This contained pockets for game 
and cartridge-belt. 
L ast night, before leav­ 
ing San Rafael, I had made arrangements 
with Mason, and he was to meet Coffey and 
myself at Saucelito, th at we m ight make a 
determined search for the money. 
They m et 
us at the first boat this morning, and, with

S a n R a f a e l , April ISth.—A t 4 o’clock 
this afternoon Sheriff Mason visited the cell 
of A h Lung to see if everything was secure 
for the night, when to his horror aud astonish­ 
m ent he beheld the lifeiess body of the mur­ 
derer dangling from a string attached to tiie 
roof of his cell. 
The careful and perfect 
plans of his m urder of Severance were shown 
iu his successful attem pt at suicide by hanging. 
The top of the tank in his cell contains small 
holes about six inches apart. 
H e had ton. 
from his undershirt strips which he twisted 
together and passed through the holes above, 
and then around his neck. 
W hen Sheriff 
Mason came into his cell A h Lung had been 
dead about an hour. 
The Coroner has taken 
the body in charge. Sheriff Mason had taken 
careful precautions to prevent such an occur­ 
rence, and had even pu t on an extra watch 
for to-night.

S a n F r a n c is c o , A pril 18th.— Yesterday 
afternoon Judge Freelou, presiding over De­ 
partm ent No. 11 of the Superior Court, de­ 
livered a lengthy opinion on the question oi 
Denis Kearney’s appeal from the findings aud 
sentence of the Police Court, in which lie af­ 
firmed the judgment of the Court below in 
every particular. 
The sentence of the Police 
Court was the paym ent of a tine of $1,000 
and imprisonment in the House of Correction 
for six months. 
Clitus Barbour moved th at the rem ittitur 
be withheld in order th at the defendant might 
move for a rehearing, on the ground th at the 
record of the Police Court was still imperfect, 
in th at the waivers, as expressed iu the 
record, never did take place. 
D. J . M urphy said that the other side had 
their day in Court, and the question raised 
there now has been thoroughly gone into in 
the Court below. 
The Court should not 
grant the motion. 
D istrict A ttorney Smoot stated th at the 
grounds for withholding the rem ittitur are not 
sufficient. 
If the case is again taken under 
consideration on the point put by M r. Bar­ 
bour, there will be a second trial of a case 
th at has been fully tried once already. 
The Court did not know of any reason why 
it should follow an unusual practice in this 
case, and the motion to w ithdraw the remit­ 
titu r was denied. 
The Supreme Court, to which an applica­ 
tion may be made for K earney’s release on a 
w rit cf habeas corpus, is now sitting in Lo* 
Angeles. 
From the judgm ent of Judge Freelon no 
appeal can l>e taken to the Supreme Court 
except on a w rit of error, for which there u 
no possible foundation. 
The only means of 
further endeavor to evade the penalty is by 
habeas corpns, and it was the intention of 
Kearney’s counsel to bring him before the 
Supreme Court by th at means and fight the 
decision farther. 
K earney is said to be absent from the city. 
His case will be called in the Police Court to­ 
morrow morning, and upon his failure to ap­ 
pear a bench w arrant will be issued for his re­ 
arrest.

T he Snow 
B lo c k a d e -H e r o ic F igh t w ith 
th e S torm . 
S um m it, April 17th.—The fight between 
the railroad men and the storm has been 
simply heroic. 
W oodin’s snow plow has 
had experiences euough in the past twenty- 
four hours to fill a book. 
Its first exploit 
was to dash from the icy rails a t the Sum m it 
and cut down seven or eight huge posts, one 
of which fell directly across the deck of the 
plouw 
at the feet of brakem an Moore. 
Righting the monster after considerable diffi­ 
culty, the eight mammoth engines opened 
their throttles and sped away like the wind. 
W ith a down grade and a fair track the posts 
of the sheds whizzed past a t a bewildering 
rate, when suddenly, w ith a sickening crash, 
the plouw leajied from the track into the 
sheds. 
A t the first shock every eneiue 
shrieked” down brakes” and reversed, but 
before the train could be overcome, forty feet 
of shedding had been cut, crushed and broken, 
and the plouw was driven outside the sheds. 
Two engines were more or less crippled, 
but 
strangely 
enough 
no 
man 
was 
injured. 
The 
task 
of 
replacing 
the 
plow upon the track was repeated, and again 
the train started. 
A t Tam arack the last 
storm h ad . swept away S00 feet of shedding, 
and drifts had piled in from two to tw enty 
feet deep. 
I t was determined to attem pt to 
push through this drift. 
\Y ith a dash of half 
a miie the train attained its utm ost speed, 
and shot into the drift. 
W ith such unlim ­ 
ited power it would seem th at all resistance 
would be overcome. 
Gradually, however, 
the speed slackened, and the train came to a 
dead halt. 
Upon examination the plow and 
the two forward engines were found literally 
buried in snow. 
H . C. Standish, w ith 100 
men from Truckee, worked four hours before 
the train was shoveled out. No. 6 was caught 
in the snow-slides below Cisco, and when this 
point was reached the remainder of last night 
was spent in clearing the track and placing 
the shattered cars upon the track. 
A t 10 
o’clock to-day the road was open and the 
blockaded trains set in motion. 
P ratt, Cooley and the hundred laborers 
sent from Sacramento were at work all night, 
and came into A lta with the snow-plow train 
about 11 o’clock. 
The three passenger trains 
at A lta were consolidated, and in charge of 
Conductor W illard started for Blue Canyon. 
A t the deep cut, in sight of the station, snow 
drifts had accumulated, eo that the train was 
brought to a standstill. 
Two engines were 
thrown from the track, and there was a delay 
of four hours. 
A t Blue Canyon the west­ 
bound trains were passed. 
W oodin’s snow­ 
plow train reversed a t E m igrant Gap, and 
started for Sum m it ahead of V illard’s pas­ 
senger train. 
Above Cascade the apron of 
the plow struck some obstruction and was 
bodily wrenched from the plow. 
This apron 
is six feet long, fifteen inches wide, and 
weighs fourteen hundred pounds. 
I t Í3 made 
of solid iron, and is bolted to the plow in the 
strongest manner. 
T r u c k e e , A pril 18th.—W illard’s train is 
here, the men taking supper. 
The road is all 
clear, and the storm is apparently ended.

THE GIANT 
POWDER EXPLOSION. 


The recent destructive explosion of giant 
powder a t the works near Berkeley has, as 
is usual in such cases, left no trace by 
which the cause of the accident can be as­ 
certained, but there are some reports 
abroad which justify a suspicion that the 
supposed fatal carelessness of some of the 
ill-fated workmen may have resulted from 
an attem pt to earn more wages by quicker 
work. 
I t is said that the piece-work prin­ 
ciple had recently been introduced at the 
works, and that the men, finding it impos­ 
sible to earn as much this way as on regu­ 
lar wages, while exercising the customary 
precautions, had abandoned many of the 
latter. 
Incredible as it might appear a t 
first sight that men engaged in so danger­ 
ous a business should be willing to forego 
the checks and safeguards upon the due 
observance of which their lives depended, 
there can be no doubt that recklessness 
quite equal to this is frequently exhibited. 
The truth is that no m atter how dangerous 
an occupation may be, use deprives it of 
all terrors for those who are engaged in it, 
and even in time renders them careless. 
I t is of course impossible to collect statis­ 
tics in regard to the causes of explosions in 
powder works, but 
we do not think 
it is at all doubtful that nine-tenths 
of 
such casualties are caused by the 
wanton violation of rules or the neglect of 
stated precautions. 
One account of the 
G iant Powder case is to the effect that 
though the rule was to use only wooden 
mallets in packing the cartridges, some of 
the men had taken to use iron ones, be­ 
cause they could do more work with them. 
I t is perfectly useless to moralize over ac­ 
cidents of this kind. 
Human nature can­ 
not be kept on the strain perpetually, iu 
any circumstances, and even when the 
penalty of relaxation may be sudden death 
the loss of sensibility regarding the ever 
present danger is only a question of time. 
Some day the safeguards are sure to be 
neglected ; the forbidden nails creep into 
the shoes : the forbidden iron hammer re­ 
places the harmless wooden one ; impunity 
brings increase of 
hardihood, until at 
length the fatal conjunction occurs, and 
N ature enacts the fullest penalty for her 
broken laws. 


A FORTUNATE FAILURE. 


The attem pt to transfer the control of 
Indian affairs to the W ar D epartm ent has 
fortunately failed, and it is not believed 
th at it can be revived this session of Con­ 
gress. 
The vacillation and infirmity of 
purpose which seem to be inseparable from 
congressional aetion in regard to the Indians 
generally have perhaps tended in this case 
to produce better results than usual. 
I t 
would eerta:nly have been a most deplora­ 
ble policy to adopt, and those who think 
otherwise would do well to read the work 
which we reviewed on Saturday, entitled 
“ Our Indian W ards ” The army has in 
the past had ample opportunities to dem­ 
onstrate its 
capacity for dealing with 
. the 
Indians, 
and 
it 
has 
failed 
in 
every instance. 
There is no ground for be­ 
lieving that it has learned anything recent­ 
ly, and the only conclusion justified by 
past experience is, th at if it had control of 
th e Indians again there would be even more 
w ars with them than at present, and that 
such advances toward civilization as any 
o f them are making would be stopped. We 
have done so little for them hitherto, that 
we cannot in justice adopt a policy which 
would be sure to result in depriving them 
o f even the feeble growth they have suc­ 
ceeded in attaining despite the obstructions 
w ith which they are surrounded. 


THE DECLINE OF 
TEE MININO STOCK 
MARKET. 


T h e P r i z k S t o r y . — In response to in q u ir ie s 
concerning the New Y ear’s prize story for 
the R e c o b d -U k io s, i t m ay be stated that 
thirteen manuscripts have been submitted— 
each one a book in itself. These demand 
careful reading and thorough consideration 
Three of them have been examined in this 
manner, but the pressure of business during 
the late legislative session prevented more 
speedy progress in the reading, which will 
now be continued with a greater degree of 
rapidity. 


The brokers and speculators have re­ 
turned to San Francisco, congratulating 
themselves upon the success th at has at­ 
tended their efforts to defeat all legislation 
looking to the protection of the public 
against fraud in the management of min­ 
ing property. 
I t will not be long before 
they discover th at the victory they have 
won in the lobby is a disaster for them ­ 
selves. 
The Legislative session just ended 
offered them a final opportunity to restore 
tone and strength to the m arket, but their 
insatiable greed blinded them to their own 
interests. 
They assumed the position th at 
stock dealing should not be carried on at 
all unless it could be carried on dishonestly, 
and the public will take them at their 
word. 
To every man capable of analyzing 
the stock situation it m ust have been evi­ 
dent for some time past th at the conscience­ 
less rapacity of the manipulators had at last 
produced its logical results, and destroyed 
all confidence in the business. 
The public 
who deal in stocks are not over bright, 
but the experience they have bought so 
dearly must at length have opened the 
eyes of even the stupidest. 
I t had be­ 
come patent beyond a doubt th at every­ 
thing in the form of genuine speculation had 
been eliminated from the business. 
The 
leading mines had fallen into a few hands. 
Their condition and prospects had been 
surrounded w ith an impenetrable wall of 
secrecy. 
The outside buyers were forced 
to realize th at every “ boom ” and every 
depression was carefully arranged before­ 
hand by the only men who possessed accu­ 
rate knowledge of the situation, and th at 
the single aim of all such operations was 
to capture the money of the ignorant 
masses. 
No confidence could be placed 
upon reports, official or otherwise. 
The 
game had been one in which all the per­ 
centage was w ith the dealer, and the only 
possible result of investm ent was loss. In 
the management of mining properties gen­ 
erally the controlling spirit was fraud. The 
one object of those who held possession of 
the property was to prevent the sharehold­ 
ers and th e public from finding out its act­ 
ual condition. 
Enormous aud constant as­ 
sessments were levied, and all adequate 
exhibits of their application were withheld. 
Milling rings, wood rings, w ater rings, rings 
of every conceivable kind, were formed for 
the purpose of increasing the draft upon 
the public purse. 
The few men who had 
the inside 
track 
grew 
rich, 
but all 
the thousands who dabbled in stocks grew 
poor. 
The audacity and unscrupulousness 
of the manipulators waxed greater as time 
went on, and they could not bring them ­ 
selves to surrender even so much of their 
plunder as might serve for bait. 
They had 
obtained everything in sight, but they 
were not satisfied. 
They wanted a m ort­ 
gage on the future earnings of the entire 
Pacific Slope. 
They believed th at because 
the public had been so easily fooled in the 
past, they would be still more easily fooled 
in the future. 
They could not perceive 
that they had already over-abused their 
opportunities, and th at public credulity 
and patience were exhausted. 
Y et this, 
a3 we long ago pointed out, was the true 
cause of th at decline in stock speculation 
which the managers mistook for a mere 
passing depression. 
I t was in fact the be­ 
ginning of the e n d ; an end which was 
sure to arrive speedily unless a new de­ 
parture was made iu the stock business. 


We have no doubt th at if some measure 
like the B raunhart-Tuttle bill had been 
enacted at the late session of the Legisla­ 
ture, it would have produced a marked re­ 
vival in the stock market. 
It would have 
cut off most of the old-fashioned fraudu­ 
lent devices, but not before they had been 
rendered useless by the withdrawal of 
public confidence. 
The manipulators, had 
they been wise, would have made a virtue 
of necessity in this regard, and have thus 
im itated the people who get religion when 
advancing age aud infirmity preclude them 
from enjoying worldly pleasures as of old, 
A bill enforcing honesty and publicity in 
milling management, and prohibiting the 
arrangement of sham ‘’booms” by fictitious 
sales of stock, would in effect have been 
little more than a recognition of existing 
facts. 
To-day the practice of the old 
tricks is impossible, simply because the 
gulls have all been plucked bare, and 
the breed has ceased to propagate itself. 
U nder these circumstances the manipula­ 
tors had their option between abandoning 
the business, and conducting it honestly. 
Thev certainly did not intend to choose the 
first of these alternatives, but practically 
they have done so, for the m arket cannot 
revive under the old disabilities, and those 
who expect to live by it have defeated the 
only legislation which could have restored 
it to activity. 
The attem pt to establish a 
new Mining Stock Board at New York is 
merely an experiment to ascertain w hether 
the people of the Eastern States can be in­ 
duced to take the place of the California 
public which has been stripped so naked. 
Should it succeed, no doubt there will be 
an exodus of manipulators from Pine street, 
and then the experiences of this coast will 
be repeated on the A tlantic seaboard. But 
here the old state of things can never be 
restored, and the one condition of business 
revival here is precisely th at which our too 
astute mining sharks have been work­ 
ing so industriously to exclude. 
W ith 
honest and open management., and the rig­ 
orous suppression of fraud, there might have 
been a future for the stock business in 
California. 
W ithout these reforms and 
guarantees there will be an increase and 
intensification of the languor and deadness 
which have characterized the m arket dur­ 
ing the past year. 
The outside public will 
play no more a t the old “ hogging” game. 
They will keep their spare cash for invest­ 
ments which at least afford some show of 
profitable return. The value of stocks will 
contioue to decline until they are com­ 
pletely divested of all speculative worth. 
PayiDg mines will of course hold their 
own, bu t the few paying mines can no 
longer be employed to bolster up a long 
line of worthless ones. 
The days of wild­ 
cat mining are in fact over for California, 
ami those who have lived by them hitherto 
will soon be compelled to seek more tangi­ 
ble means of subsistence. 


KEARNEY’S 
SENTENCE 
CONFIRMED. 


The validity of Judge R ix’s sentence 
upon Kearney has been affirmed by the 
Superior Court, and it ouly remains to be 
seen w hether the defendant can take his 
case to the Supreme Court on a w rit of 
habeas corpus. 
There does not appear to 
be any donbt th at the original sentence 
will be confirmed in any event, and it is to 
be hoped th at the enforcement of it may 
be delayed as little as possible. 
I t is very 
desirable for many reasons th at he should 
not escape the full penalty of his offense, 
but that he should be made to serve out his 
term in the House of Correction like any 
other law-breaker. 
In a case of this kind 
the class which is controlled by men of 
Kearney’s stamp never draw distinctions. 
If their champion goes unpunished they 
at once claim the fact as a defeat of the 
law, which they regard as an enemy, and 


hail it as a vindication of their own 
seditious tendencies. 
The late election in 
San Francisco quieted the dangerous class 
for the moment, but permanent order can 
only be restored by an unflinching and 
thoroughgoing vindication of the law in 
regard to the ringleaders. 
W e notice that 
at least one San Francisco journal expresses 
a hope th a t Kearney may not w ait to be 
imprisoned, but th at he may run away. 
This, however, would not be a satisfactory 
conclusion of the affair. 
I t is necessary to 
the production of the desired effect th at he 
should be compelled to serve out his sen­ 
tence, and nothing else will suffice. Should 
he be suffered to escape now, his followers 
would say th at after all he had proved too 
sm art for his enemies, and instead of losing 
ground in their estimation he would gain ; 
and should he return a t some future time 
his influence would very probably be greater 
than ever. 
I t is a part of the necessary 
disillusionizing called for in this connection, 
to demonstrate the actual impotence of this 
agitator. 
I t m ust be made clear to the 
meanest 
apprehension 
th at 
the 
law 
is 
powerful 
and 
in sisten t; 
th at 
it 
falls 
w ith 
due severity 
upon 
those 
who 
disturb 
the 
peace of 
the 
peo­ 
ple ; and th at it is able and determined to 
deal out to the most arrogant and boastful 
demagogue the same stern punishment 
it metes to the common violator of its pro­ 
visions. 
Kearney in jail is a picture 
which cannot therefore be dispensed with. 
His imprisonment is demanded from the 
highest 
standpoint 
of 
public 
policy. 
W hatever glamor he has succeeded in cast­ 
ing over the minds of his ignorant followers 
can be dispelled in no other way so effect­ 
ually. 
There can be no doubt th at a great 
part of his influence is attributable to the 
extraordinary im munity from punishment 
he has so long enjoyed. 
His followers 
have come to believe th at he possesses 
some special means of paralyzing the arm 
of Justice. 
This delusion must be swept 
away, and it can only be dissipated by 
making it plain th at he is to suffer the pen­ 
alties he has earned so fully. 


INDIAN 
ARCHEOLOGY. 


Professor Baird asks Congress for an 
appropriation of $50,000, for the purpose 
of continuing the ethnological researches 
among the N orth American Indians now 
being prosecuted under the direction of 
the Smithsonian Institution. W e hope th at 
Congress will make this appropriation. 
It 
is not often th at it is asked to contribute 
anything in aid of scientific researches, and 
this is a m atter which concerns national 
pride as well as science. 
A great and 
powerful and wealthy nation, established 
upon a continent abounding in the most 
valuable and interesting relics of antiquity, 
and having in charge the rem nant of many 
indigenous peoples, whose customs and 
habits are full of importance for the stu­ 
dent of ethnology, the U nited States ought 
long ago to have taken measures for the 
gathering and preservation of these pre­ 
cious data, and should have thus demon­ 
strated to the world its appreciation of the 
special advantages it has enjoyed, and its 
obligations to science. 
Professor Baird 
states th at the country is being rapidly 
stripped of its most valuable arcbteological 
remains by the agents of foreign govern­ 
ments, whose national museums are en­ 
riched by the spoils of our Indian mounds 
and caves. 
There can be no doubt that 
these things should as far as possible be re­ 
tained in the country. 
By this tim e there 
ought to have been established at W ash­ 
ington a splendid national museum, which 
could have been filled with the richest aud 
most im portant ethnological and archteo- 
logical material to be found anywhere in 
the world. 
I t would be a national dis­ 
grace if hereafter American scholars de­ 
sirous of studying the past history of their 
native land, were compelled to depend 
upon European collections for the informa­ 
tion which ought to have been preserved 
at tlieir own doors. 
The Smithsonian In ­ 
stitution has accomplished a noble aud in­ 
valuable work iu this connection, but its 
means are limited, and it is not able to do 
justice to the subject. 
I t m ust be remem­ 
bered also th at the Smithsonian Institution 
is supported by a fund bequeathed for that 
purpose by an Englishman, and that there­ 
fore it can scarcely be regarded as a strictly 
national undertaking. 
The amount asked 
for by Professor Baird is a small one, and 
Congress can well afford to make the ap­ 
propriation, while the country cannot afford 
to let foreigners carry off all the honors and 
all the interesting relics which are here 
concerned. 


SAN FRANCISCO ITEMS. 


[F rom San Francisco exchancres of A pril 18th.] 
There are a dozen U nited States steam ­ 
ers in port and at Mare Island. 
The duties paid at the Custom-house for 
the past week were $96,305, making a total 
since January 1st of $1,622,215. 
The deaths for the week ending yester­ 
day, recorded in this city, numbered 97, or 
11 more than in the corresponding week of 
1S79. 
Rev. Dr. Stone, the venerable pastor of 
the First Congregational Church, has been 
granted one year’s leave of absence, on ac­ 
count of his health. 
The money iu the City Treasury has been 
counted by the A uditor and Mayor. 
The 
entire amount is $1,667,3S8 37, including 
an excess of $1 71 over the amount called 
for by the books, which are all right. 
The authorities of the Custom-house are 
waiting for the Treasury D epartm ent at 
W ashington to send the necessaiy instruc­ 
tions authorizing the fitting out of tile cut­ 
ter Thomas Corwin, for the relief of the 
imprisoned vessels in the Arctic. 
A silk factory is at present in successful 
operation at South San Francisco, employ­ 
ing a few men and over a hundred women 
and girls. 
The raw material of Chinese 
silk is converted into sewiDg silk. 
The 
works contain a fifty horse-power engine, 
and the men do the coloring, washing and 
packing, the girls being employed in wind­ 
ing, packing and making up. 
The latter 
earn from $3 to $10 per week. 
The capital 
invested amounts to over $100,000, and 
though complete, the machinery is very 
simple and run at comparatively small ex­ 
pense. 
In the case of the Georgia fugitive, S. P. 
Hoyle, in the United States D istrict Court 
yesterday afternoon, after closely listening 
to the argam ent J udga Hoffman reviewed 
both the issues of jurisdiction aud formality 
raised and finally decided to remand the 
prisoner to the custody of the Sheriff to be 
taken before the Superior Court at Los 
Angeles, on the gruuud that, even if it 
were right to take and capture the prisoner 
under a Government warrant, he had not 
been so taken aud captured. 
The Superior 
Court had a competent and prior jurisdic­ 
tion in the case.

W a s h in g t o n , 
April 
18th.—Yesterday’s 
Baltimore Sun contains the following inter­ 
esting editorial, based upon a statement re­ 
ceived from its San Francisco correspondent 
that a full cargo of California wine has been 
shipped to Germany : “ California crines are 
said to be exported at present to Europe in 
considerable quantities. 
Only a short time 
ago the delicate palates of European wine- 
tasters revolted at the earthy flavor, the defi­ 
cient bouquet and the heavy body of these 
wines, aud they did not find much favor at 
either the Vienna or Paris Exposition. The 
managing committees of the London clubs, 
however, 
have discovered 
that 
Califor­ 
nia wines are as much 
better as they 
are purer than the spurious compounds with 
which the London, Kt. Petersburg 
and 
New Yoik markets are flooded, aud they do 
not contain near so much brandy as either 
port or sherry. 
In consequence of this a good 
many orders are coming out from Loudon 
dealers and clubs, and several well stocked 
wine cellars have been bought out by English 
agents 
A bark has just sailed for Germany 
laden to the gunwale with California wines 
for the German market, and it is believed 
that under French and German labels a great 
deal of California wine will hereafter be sold 
to European consumers. 
By and by, as has 
been the case with American beef, those con­ 
sumers will find out what they are buying, 
and will prefer cheap, pure wines from Amer­ 
ican vineyards to the manufactured stuffs 
‘blended’ in the Rhine and Garonne for 
people to drink who do not know what genu­ 
ine wine is.”

Robberies are becoming very common of 
late at Red Bluff.

Sheep pelts are more abundaut in Y reka 
this spring than wool. 
The farmers of Lincoln county, Nevada, 
are plowing and planting. 
Several cases of measles among the little 
folks of Jacksonville, Or., are reported. 
The grain iu the vicinity of Marysville 
is getting so stout th at there is danger of 
rust. 
There are tw enty prisoners in the Nevada 
County Jail, including three Chinamen. 
Monday there were twenty-one. 
An unusual number of mining men and 
speculators, from San Francisco and the 
East, are at present at Cerro Gordo, Inyo 
county. 
The cold spring has greatly retarded the 
progress of sheep-shearing in Yolo county, 
and it will be quite late before the season 
is closed. 
The Alameda creek ovei flowed its banks 
about a mile above Alvarado on the 2d in­ 
stant, and flooded the lands of many of 
the farmers. 
The Antioch farmers are beginning to 
complain now of too much rain, something 
unusual for them, as they seldom get 
enough in that part of the country. 
N ot a railway train enters or leaves LAs 
Angeles now th at does not carry a t least 
double the number of passengers who were 
similarly recorded this tim e last year. 
Trains of wagons pass through Bakers­ 
field daily, loaded w ith wool from the 
ranch of Haggin & Carr. 
They will ship 
about 300,060 pounds from their spring 
clip. 
The Los Angeles Express is urgent for 
the establishment of a Government build­ 
ing there, and wants Uncle Sam to buy 
the present County Court-house for th at 
purpose. 
The Olympia and Tenino Railroad, in 
Oregon, was sold by the Sheriff recently 
for taxes. 
As no bidders appeared the 
county took it at $1,558 11. 
Trains are 
runn-ng as usual. 
In Roop county, Nevada, a inan named 
Harris has discovered an excellent well of 
saline water. 
Out of a gallon of water 
which was boiled down he extracted over 
three pounds of fine salt. 
There are ten prisoners in the Mendo­ 
cino County Jail awaiting trial on the 
charge of murder, viz : Mrs. Schrum, Jesse 
Anthouy, Wheeler, Linsley, Keller, John­ 
son, Mortier, Lame Dave, Carr and Hain- 
malan. 
A company has been incorporated at 
Tucson under the name of the “ Southern 
Arizona Railroad Company,” to build and 
operate a railroad from the crossing of the 
San Pedro by the Southern Pacific road to 
Tombstone. 
I t is proposed to extend the Narrow- 
gauge Southern 
Pacific 
Railroad from 
Pajaro to Hollister, the connection to be 
completed in time to carry the present sea­ 
son’s crop at rates 50 per cent, less than 
the present. 
The two salmon canneries at Collinsville 
and th at of Chipps Island have jointly a 
daily canning capacity of 4,500 fish. 
The 
company has arranged with the fishermen 
to take fifty fish lrom each boat, at 3_’i 
cents apiece. 
One day recently over seven and a half 
tons of mushrooms were shipped to San 
Francisco from Stockton. 
These mush­ 
rooms are gathered by Chinaman on the 
banks of the San Joaquin river and on the 
reclaimed tule lands. 
Trout are plenty in the Hum boldt river 
at the present time, and the Indians bring 
dozens of them from ten to tw enty inches 
long to Wiuuemucca. 
T rout do not go to 
the sink in winter, and the dams on the 
Lower Hum boldt do not interfere with 
them. 
During the week ending w ith Tuesday, 
April 13th, 27,693 pounds of quicksilver 
were shipped from Calistoga by rail to 
San Francisco—all coming from the G reat 
W estern and Sulphur Bank mines, the 
latter producing more than two-thirds of 
the amount. 
Bogus dollars are in circulation and have 
made their way into Stockton. 
This coin 
has a neat appearance and produces a ring 
similar to th at of the ne w American dollar. 
The’ only difference iu the two is iu the 
weight, the begus dollar weighing thirty 
cents less than the other. 
John Harris, working over in the Nevada 
district, fell down a shaft on Friday night, 
which wa3 between 60 and 70 feet in depth, 
and sustained a fracture of the small bone 
of the left leg, near the ankle joint, and 
also received a number of cuts and bruises 
about the head. 
The Pioche (Nev.) Record drops this 
deep mysterious h in t: There will probably 
be a dark deed soon exposed in Lincoln 
county whereby two men, supposed to have 
met their death by accidtnt in an adjoining 
county, were murdered by a hired assassin, 
and another man, who stood in the way, 
was to “ mysteriously ” disappear. 
Last Tuesday afternoon, says the Marys­ 
ville Appeal of April 16th, Klemp’a shed, 
in front of the Yuba City Brewery, as well 
as th at fronting the old saloon across the 


street, was demoralized by a whirlwind. 
A large section of the first-named roof was 
torn completely off, a portion dropping in 
the street, and the balance being raised 
higher than the house and carried to the 
point where the end of the railroad bridge 
used to be and deposited in the water, a 
distance of about 400 feet. 
. The Chico Record of the 14th instant 
reports a brutal m urder on B utte creek, 
the scene of the tragedy being located not 
far from Blackleg tunnel, near Nimshew. 
The report is th at a man named Thomas 
M artin, and another named Richards or 
Richardson, quarreled about w ater rights, 
and th at M artin had killed Richards with 
an ax, sinking the blade of the ax into the 
head of Richards, and also nearly severing 
one of his legs. 
M artin fled and had not 
been captured at last accounts. 
Richards 
was a man of some 60 years, and is reported 
to have had the prior right to the w ater 
th a t gave rise to the murder. 
A t Sawyer’s Tannery, Napa, they have a 
very novel and pleasant custom, especially 
to the employes. 
A t the end of each year 
the profits of the business over $5,000 are 
divided among the hands who have been 
steadily at work for one year, at the rate 
of 25 cents a day. 
This year the sum of 
$3,o(j0 remained to be thus divided, and 
the returns from last year having been all 
received and footed np, this week the sum 
above mentioned was distributed among 
the delighted workingmen. 
One man, the 
night watchman, who had never missed a 
day for one year, got $91 as his share. 
Another received $71, and so on, according 
to the time each had worked. 
W e learn from Victor Amy, says the 
Kern county Californian, who has recently 
returned from Delano, th at th at place, 
from one of the deadest and dullest iu the 
southern part of the State, under the in­ 
fluence of a favorable season th at has de­ 
veloped the pastoral wealth of the vast 
plains around it, now can only be likened, 
in its prevailing appearance of excitement 
and business activity, to an exceptionally 
prosperous mining cainp. This results from 
the countless bands of sheep th at are 
rangiug in the vicinity, the sheep-shearing, 
the shipments of wool, aud the presence of 
buyers, speculators, drummers, etc., and 
the money that is profusely scattered by 
the shearers, herders and others.

THE NEW ASSESSMENT LIST. 


Statem ents Required of Taxpayers — In­ 
structions to Assessors. 


The State Board of Equalization has pre­ 
pared blank assessment lists, which have been 
furnished to County Assessors. 
County A s­ 
sessor Houston has received a supply and his 
deputies are now engaged in the work of dis­ 
tributing them and taking the statem ents of 
taxpayers. 
On the blank the following in­ 
structions are p rin te d : 
“ A ll property m ust 
be assessed at its ‘ full cash value.’ The term s 
‘ value’ and ‘full cash v alue’ mean the 
am ount a t which property would be taken if 
taken in paym ent of a ju st debt due from a 
solvent debtor. 
If any person, after demand 
m ade by the Assessor, neglect or refuse to 
give, under oath, the statem ent herein pro­ 
vided for, or to comply with the other re­ 
quirem ents of this title, the Assessor m ust 
make an estim ate of the value of the prop­ 
erty of such person ; and the value so fixed by 
the Assessor m ust not be reduced by the 
Board of Supervisors.” 
On one side of the blank is printed the 
follow ing: “ A ll taxpayers are required by 
the Constitution to annually make and de­ 
liver to the Assessor a statem ent, under 
oatti, setting forth specifically all the real and 
personal property owned by such person, or 
in his possession, or under his control, at 12 


M . o d the first M onday in March. 
Accord­ 
ingly you are required by law to fill up this 
assessment blank and deliver the same at the 
office of the Assessor immediately, making 
oath thereto. 
A ny desired information, re­ 
lating to assessments, will he furnished upon 
application at the Assessor’s office, Sacra­ 
mento:” 
The oath attached to each assessment list is 
as follows : 
“ 1 , 
, do swear th at I am 
a resident of the county of Sacramento ; th at 
the above list contains a full and correct 
statem ent of all prof erty subject to taxation 
which I, or any firm of which I am a mem­ 
ber, or any corporation, association or com­ 
pany of which i am President, Cashier, Sec­ 
retary or M anaging Agent, owned, claimed, 
possessed nr controlled, at 12 o’clock it., on the 
first Monday in M arch last, and which is not 
already assessed this year ; and th at I have 
not in any m anner whatsoever transferred or 
disposed of any property, or placed any prop­ 
erty out of said county, or my possession, for 
the purpose of avoiding auy assessment upon 
the same, or of making this statem en t; and 
th at the debts therein stated as owing by me, 
are owing to bona fide residents of this State, 
or to firms or corporations doiDg business in 
this State.” 
The list enumerates the following classes 
and articles of property, with blauks opposite 
for the filling in of numbers and values : 
“ M oney on hand or special deposit, where 
and with w hom ; gold dust or bullion on 
hand or deposit, where and with whom ;

News came Saturday evening th at a break 
had occurred in the Yolo levee opposite the 
city about 3 p. m. of th at day. 
I t proved 
true and not true, for while the w ater began 
to run over into the Yolo basin a t a point 
about half a mile above the bridge cross­ 
ing the Sacramento river at this place, it can 
hardly be said to have been a break, inas­ 
much as the hight or force of the river has 
not been such as to break w hat really is the 
Yolo levee, though it has washed the em­ 
bankm ent considerably 
a t two or three 
places just above the bridge, and these will 
bo repaired to-day w ithout much trouble. 
Two years ago, or more, just below Tod- 
hunter’s farm-house, and on the Todhuuter 
ranch, a t the point where the water of the 
Sacramento river is now running over into 
the Yolo basin, there occurred a break in the 
old levee, and something like two hundred 
feet of it went away with the torrent. 
For 
some reason this old break has never been 
repaired, 
though 
it 
is 
said 
an 
offer 
was 
made 
to 
do 
it 
for 
$700. 
H ad 
the levee been rebuilt the overflow of S atur­ 
day could not possibly have taken place. 
B ut the parties immediately interested con 
eluded th at a small outer levee would protect 
them. 
Even this was not built so as to 
am ount to much until lately, as is evident 
from the freshness of the em bankm ent. This 
new levee is but little more than half the 
hight of the old levee. 
I t is built outside the 
old levee, and its general form covers the old 
break like a crescent. 
This lesser, narrow 
and soft embankm ent washed away Saturday 
opposite the old break for about 65 feet, and 
for a lesser width at another point further up. 
The water is now running through these breaks 
into the old one in the old levee, and thence 
into the basin. 
Of the many hundreds of 
people who crossed the bridge and visited the 
scene yesterday, not one familiar with levees 
and river embankm ents but felt called upon 
to make expression of the belief th at the 
building of such an em bankm ent as has now 
given way m ust have cost far more than it 
would to have repaired the old levee, and th at 
to dare the river with such a handful of earth 
thrown up in a long thin line was simply to 
invite disaster. The truth is that the erection 
of the em bankm ent described, and which in 
part washed away Saturday, was a broad 
burlesque on levee building, and has excited 
the ire of all who have visited it. 
Its con­ 
ception was foolish, and its construction a 
stupendous piece of folly. 
There never was, as m atter of fact, a more 
striking example of the unwisdom of the 
system of allowing Tom, Dick and H arry 
districts to build levees to suit individual 
notions, and in defiance of the necessity for 
uniform system aud uniform 
strength of 
superstructure, and everybody who thinks 
differently ought to visit the Yolo break to­ 
day and be convinced, by observation. 
The 
water doe3 not run into the town of W ash­ 
ington from this break, b ut passes back of 
it. 
The current is neither deep nor angry, 
and boats were easily pulled across it yester­ 
day. 
The river is not at extraordinary 
hight, aDd the menace to the ol*l levees is 
not great. 
The break can be easily stopped, 
and at no great expense, but it is understood 
the land-owner is indifferent as to it now, 
because the back w ater from the tule is upon 
his land anyhow.

CHINA AND JAPAN. 


Arrival of the City of Peking—Honglcocg 
and Yokohama Advices. 


[TELIGRAPHED FROM SAN FRANCISCO.] 


S a n F ra n c is c o , April 18th.—The steam­ 
ship City of Peking arrived this evening from 
China and Japan, bri- ring the following ad­ 
vices : 
H o ng ko ng, M arch 23J. 
The case of Chung How now seems serious, though 
many Chinese of high sta ion express a disbelief 
that the sc ntence of death will be carried out. No 
satisfactory flue to the mystery’ of the procee ings. 
The best attainable evidence indicates that General 
Tso was the prime mover in the recent evems. It 
is now^certain that Likuug)« bang was unacquainted 
with Chung’s impending disgrace until the latter 
had nearly readied Ptkin. L.kurig was preparing 
congratulatory demonstrations when the tews of 
Chung's downfall reached him. Since then a tide of 
hostility lias 9et in too strong for auy Viceroy to 
withstand. 
Tseuug To Yamen affects to believe that no cause 
of offense was given to Russia, and intimates a be­ 
lief that Tsung, now in England, and newly ap­ 
pointed to St. Petersburg, will remove all difficulty. 
All advances are coldly met by the Russian repre­ 
sentative at Pekin, who is in constant and business 
communication with the home Government. Mes­ 
sengers are leaving daily for Iiiachta, from which 
frontier post the telegraph starts. 
It is noteworthy that Kwong, late Envoy to Eng­ 
land and France, who showed strong pro-foreign 
feelings, is now kept in retirement, while the Envoy 
to Berlin, notoriously anti-foreign, is in high favor. 
Apprehension is frequently expressed that the 
foreigners in Pekin will be sacrificed in some sudden 
ou.break, but there is uo proof iu support of such 
an idea. 
The question of Chinese in America appears en­ 
tirely swept aside by the more important Eurojiean 
complications. 
Rumors prevailed in the northern ports not long 
since that if Chinese subjects are unjustly treated 
in San Francisco, the Pekin authorities would order 
a seizure of American residents as hostages. All 
reports on this topic have now ceased. In any event 
there is no probability of a violation of American 
treaty rights here, whatever outrages are attempted 
in California. 
War preparations continue on all sides. Heavy 
purchases of muniLons of war are being made, a 
hurried drilling of troops prevails. A reorganiza­ 
tion of the navy is noticed. Trade is affected by the 
uncertainty of the prosi>ects. 
It is reported that the King of Siam proposes to 
visit Hongkong, China, and jxissibly Japan. 
A ridiculous story is told that Chung How marrie 1 
a Russian lady while in Europe, hence his persecu­ 
tion. 
Tiiere is a concentration of foreign ships-of-war at 
Tien-tsin to await developments in the Chung How 
case. 
The United States fi.ig-ship Richmond, with Ad­ 
miral Patterson, has left Hongkong eu route for a 
summer sojourn in Japan. 
Miss Lai Sun, a Chinese lady educated in America, 
daughter of a Tien-tsin official, has been married to 
Captain Anderson, of the Chinese gunboat Kwash- 
ing. Tue ceremony was performed at Shanghai by 
the Dean of the English Cathedral.

ments. The project has been under consideration 
for many years of coufidiug the departments to 
fresh men, aud leaving the Sangis unburdened with 
any functions except 
these of general admin­ 
istration.

Now

b n g is, 
with 
tw j 
exceptions, 
devote themselves chiefly to the broad conductor 
national affairs. They may, however, and in some 
cases do, give supervisory attention to the depart­ 
ments with which they were formerly associated. 
This is especially the case of Okuina, late Minister 
of Finance, Ito, ex-Minisier of the Interior, Saigo 
and K&wamura, War and Navy. The two exceptions 
mentioned are Inouye and Kuroda, who retain the 
Foreign Office and Colonies. The former cannot 
leave his post until the negotiations now progress­ 
ing terminate. 
The latter remains because the 
Colonial Depariment will soon be abolished, and no 
appointment of a successor is desirable. The new 
chiefs of the departments are mostly men of dis­ 
tinction, but hold no rank comparable to the Sangi. 
The Government’s policy remains unchanged in 
every particular. Chronic agitators, consisting of 
small bodies of ¿Samurai, the former mililury class, 
took advantage #f the recent reorganization to cir­ 
culate rejiorts of great radical reforms, proclaiming 
that the Emperor had declared himself favorable to 
an immediate parliamentary system. This is totally 
untrue. The Emperor aud Ministers are steadily 
working toward the fulfillment of the constitutional 
reforms promised by the speech from the throne, 
hut there is no intention of sanction ng a popular 
legislature until there is a large diffusion of educa­ 
tion aud growth of experience. To this end schools 
have been multiplied everywhere, and local suffrage 
assemblies established throughout the Empire, to 
familiarize the people with parliamentary meth -ds ; 
but there ;s no likelihood of representative Govern­ 
ment for several years. The experiment would in­ 
vite anarchy, as the best informed among the com­ 
munity frankly admit. The only demand for snch 
extreme progress comes from irresponsible parties, 
who have no interests at stake either way. 
Tne threatened distribution of seditious docu­ 
ments on a large scale, reciting the disappointment 
of demagogues and calling lor mob demonstrations, 
compels the Government to issue relu tantly a new 
precautionary order to printers and publishers. At 
the same time arrangements have been made for an 
augmentation of 
school facilities and the in­ 
creased development of political capacity of the 
populace. 
In the dsscussions of this question 
in high quarters there is frequent reference to and 
much reliance placed on Grant’s opinions, expressed 
in an interview with the Mikado in August, t • the 
effect that while representative institutions form 
the true object of government endeavors, great care 
is necessary to avoid precipitation, as an over-hasty 
step once taken is irretrievable. 
The report is current (not fully substantiated) 
that Samesima, Envoy to France, presently returns 
to take control of the Department of Foreigu 
Affairs.

thanks. 
Traue increases between Japan and Corea. The 
new Corean port of Gensan is visited every two 
months by a Japanese commercial steamer. 
A Legation will be sent this summer to the Cocean 
capita'. 
The horse presented by General Grant to the 
Mikado excites admiration by its beauty and splen­ 
did action. The horses purchased for the Govern­ 
ment from Washington also arrived safe, and are 
warmly commended. 
The Emperor is preparing for a journey to the 
central and some of the southern provinces. He 
will pass some days in the old palace at Kiota.

W a sh in g t o n, A pril 17th.—The California 
item s in the River and H arbor Appropriation 
bill, as prepared by the sub-committee, and 
now awaiting action of the full committee, 
are said to be *00,000 for Oakland harbor, 
$30,000 for the Sacram ento river, and about 
$12,000 for Petalum a creek. 
The California 
representatives will he given a hearing in re­ 
gard to the appropriation for their State be­ 
fore the full committee takes action, and they 
will ondeavor to obtain a very m aterial in­ 
crease. 
APPEALS IN LAND CASES. 
Captain .John M ullan, of San Francisco, 
to-day completed an elaborate argument be­ 
fore the House Committee on Public hands, 
which he began yesterday against the num er­ 
ous provisions of the Leu 1 Commission bill. 
H e argued in favor <>f retaining Receivers and 
ihe present c m tract system of surveys, aud 
contended th at all decisions made by Regis­ 
ters and Receivers 
n contested land cases 
ought to be appeai.dde to the local Court s in 
the States and Territories, and not to the In ­ 
terior Departm ent at W ashington, as pro­ 
posed by this bill. 
H e took strong ground 
against vesting iu th at departm ent any ad­ 
ditional functions of a judicial character. 
H e held th at the entire effect of the till is to 
centralize all power relating to the purveys 
and disposition of the public land i at W ash­ 
ington City, and to take it away from local 
officers in the States and Territories. 
This, 
he ciaimed, would be detrim ental to the best 
nterests of the country; and, in view o! 
these provisions and m any others alleged to 
bo injurious or defective, he urged th at no 
final action should be taken on the bill in its 
present shape during the session. 


A TOWN SITE CASE. 
T he Secretary of the Interior to-day af­ 
firmed the decision of the Commissioner of 
the General Land Office in the case of the 
town site of N orth Leadville, Colorado, 
against A. D. Searle et al. 
The contest was 
between claim ants under the town site law 
and those who alleged the land t ” be mineral 
in character. 
By this decision ti e latter have 
won the case. 


THE STATE OP OREGON WINS A CASE. 
Secretary Schurz has reversed the derision 
of the Commissioner of the General Land 
Office rendered in January, 1879, in the 
swamp land case of Dennis Crowley against 
the State of Oregon. 
The decision of the 
Secretary is in favor of the claim of the State. 
H e holds that the obvious meaning of the 
law ot 181)0 is not to continue the disposal of 
land found to be swamp, or to dispose of laud 
in the face of the asserted and undetermined 
claim of the State. 


TILDEN AND KELLY ISM. 
The Evening Slur publishes a special dis­ 
patch from New Y ork, purporting to give the 
tra c t position of Governor Tilden, which the 
Star editorially says “ is from a confidential 
friend of the G ram ercy Park statesm an, and 
may be accepted as entirely reliable.” 
This 
authoritative statem ent, it appears, is that 
M r. Tilden has not decided to withdraw from 
his Presidential candidacy. 
On the contrary, 
he is m aking “ the most earnest, though quiet, 
political l mt ■ t of his life,” to crush out John 
Kellyism. in New Y ork politics and establish 
his owil*supremacy. 
To surrender or com­ 
promise with Keliy, Tilden holds, would be 
as fatal to tbe Democracy as a surrender 
would have beer, in the regular State Conven­ 
tion to Mr. K elly’s secession in the Conven­ 
tion last fall at Syracuse. 
Iu his opinion, if 
the legitimate organization and control of the 
party are not retained and enforced in every 
election precinct in the State of New York, 
it is quite immaterial whether he or any other 
Democrat 
be 
nominated 
at Cincinnati. 
“ This,” says the Star's informant, ‘‘is the 
precise situation, which Governor Tilden re­ 
gards as much higher than a mere personal 
candidacy.” 
M iscellaneous i-oH tirnl H em s. 
C in c in n a ti, A pril 17th.—The Board of 
Council m et last evening ami refused to 
grant permission to the W estern Union Com­ 
pany to erect poles to carry wires to Music- 
H all. 
I t is thought the vote may he recon­ 
sidered, but the Board does not meet again 
until two weeks from to-day. 
This action is 
causing some concern, because it reopens the 
subject of the removal of the Democratic 
N ational Convention on the ground of lack 
of telegraphic facilities at Music Hall. 
A lb an y (N. Y .), A pril 17th.—The Argus 
to-morrow will contal" the following : O ut of 
a total membership of 381 delegates to the 
Democratic Convention to be held at Syra­ 
cuse next Tuesday, we are advised of the elec­ 
tion of 260.

C hicago, A pril 17th.—A correspondent of

success. General Hancock stated to the J o u r­ 
nal's correspondent th at he could not enter 
into any contest or fight to secure a nomina­ 
tion, aud th at he was not a candidate in the 
sense of being a seeker after office.

respondent was shown telegrams and letters 
from Lading supporters of Tilden’s candidacy 
in New Y ork and Connecticut, corroborating 
these statem ents. 
C ongress S atu rd ay . 
W ashington, A pril 17th.—The Senate was 
not in session, having adjourned till Monday. 
The House went into Committee on the 
Indian Appropriation bill, the pending ques­ 
tion being H askell’s point of order against 
Hooker’s amendment for the transfer of the 
Indian Bureau to the W ar D epartm ent. 
The Chairdecided the amendm ent germane, 
as it retrenched expenditures, but as it was 
the same in sub-tance as several bills now in 
tbe House, he therefore sustained the point of 


The committee rose and reported the bill 
back to the House. 
The House rejected the am endm ent in­ 
creasing the appropriation for clothing for the 
Sioux from 8130,000 to $150,000 by a vote of 
aves 84, nays 104.

E lliu o lo g lra l R esearches A m one th e In ­ 
d ia n T rib es. 
C hicago, A pril 17th.—An lnter-Occan's 
W ashington special says th at Professor Baird 
sent to Speaker R andall to-day a communica­ 
tion, asking an appropriation of $50,000 for 
the purpose of continuing ethnologic re­ 
searches among the N orth American Indians, 
which is now being prosecuted under the di­ 
rection of the Secretary of the Smithsonian 
Institution. 
Professor Baird states th at at 
no distant time the opportunity for recording 
the ethnology cf the United States will dis­ 
appear, as the Indian tribes, in their primi­ 
tive condition, are rapidly passing away, and 
exhaustive researches now are being prose­ 
cuted within our own territory by foreign 
nations, and the contents of aboriginal graves 
and mounds have been carried away almost 
in shiploads to foreign museums. 
An im­ 
mense collection from the coasts of California, 
Oregon and A laska has been recently trans­ 
m itted to the Government museum in Paris 
by an agent sent to tiie U nited States for the 
purpose. 
A nother French expedition will 
soon be under way to the almost virgin 
arcineological fields of Arizona and New M ex­ 
ico. 
Piofe.-.-"r B aird says: 
The retention 
by the country within its confines of its own 
historical mouuments has been considered of 
such moment th at laws have been passed by 
several foreign Governments prohibiting the 
exportation of antiquities, aud while it may 
not he practicable or desirable for the U nited 
States to follow their example, we may at 
least anticipate foreigners by engaging in the 
work ourselves, and transferring objects col­ 
lected to the N ational Museum in W ashing­ 
ton. Unless some action be taken at an early 
day, it will be necessary to depend upon E u­ 
ropean museums for m aterials for investigat­ 
ing the antiquities of the U nited States. 
Accompanying the letter of Professor Baird 
is a statem ent from M ajor Powell, in charge 
of the B ureau of Ethnology of the Sm ith­ 
sonian Institution, giving a sum m ary of the 
results of ethnographic researches which have 
been prosecuted under his direction during ten 
years. 
Crop a n d Live Slock R eports. 
W ashington, A pril 17th.—The returns of 
A pril 1st to the D epartm ent of Agriculture 
shows the increase in the area sown iu wheat 
last fall to be thirteen per cent, over the fall 
previous. 
In the area sown in rye there is a 
decline of six per cent, as compared with the 
previous year. 
Condition is ninety-eight, 
same as last year. 
There was a large in­ 
crease in fall-sown wheat in those States that 
heretofore have been exclusively sown in the 
spring. 
The experiment was unfortunate, 
and all, particularly Iowa and Nebraska, re­ 
port a great disaster from the winter. 
On 
the whole, the wheat crop thus far looks as 
favorable as in the spring of 1879. 
The condition of live stock is very favora­ 
ble—better than for several years. No disease 
is reported, other than cholera among swine, 
and no worse than last year, if as bad. 


The “ E x o d n s” In v estig atio n . 
W ashington, April 17th.—Before the E x­ 
odus Committee to-day Tomkins and Vinson, 
Shreveport planters, raid negro labor 
was 
the best the South has, and it was to the in ­ 
terest of the South to treat the negroes well, 
lie never saw intim idation or outrages at the 
polls. 
The negro suffers more from improvi­ 
dence than from poor pay. Une black laborer 
was worth five whites, 
The negroes are bet­ 
ter off now than they were as slaves, but the 
c unlit! >n of planters is not better than be­ 
fore the war. 
Benjaming Singleton (colored), of Kansas, 
considered he had .-tarted tiie exodus by send­ 
ing broadcast ciiculars, inviting emigration to 
Kansas. 
He hoped it would continue until 
ail the negroes bad left the South. W hen the 
disposition of the Southern people changed, 
and they would treat negroes fairly, then he 
would advise colored people to return to the 
South, their proper home. 
Singleton gave 
his testim ony in an excited manner, and the 
cross-examination was amusing. 


J u stic e lo C hinam en in S ew Y ork.
